DAIRY INTERESTS. 


Ex tent to Which Rock River Valley is De 
voted to Creameries 
The following description ac co m pan y­ 
ing a creamery char t of the Hock river 
drainage basin, ( which we give on another 
pave,) wa.« presented » t the Winne bago 
County F a rm er's Institute 'Thursday, the 
loth mst., by \V 
L. Eaton, of the Rock 
ford Register Gazette, to whose courtesy 
we are indebted for the use of 
he < hart 
T he passing of the bread-stuffs division 
of agriculture into the hand» of people of 
a lower social order, whit Ii no* threatens 
a leading interest in this country, n a tur ­ 
ally tends to force a million American 
farms into other line* of production 
Doe 
specialty winch comes into new promt 
nenee here, as it al» o happened under 
similar circumstances in England when 
our competition cut dow n the area tn 
wheat I arms in that country, is that of 
dairying. 
We 
are not 
wheat raisers 
through this section, but dairy farming is 
intimately connected with aii our inter ­ 
ests 
It is affected by the new conditions. 
There is nothing which concerns the r e ­ 
munerative state of the market, the in ­ 
crease of natural or artificial competition’, 
the belter m luagcmcnt of milch cows, the 
improvement of appliances for converting 
milk, or the transportation of these pr o ­ 
ducts in which we arc not all immediate 
| |y concerned. 
T he increase of competition due to nat 
ural causes or to the changed condition in 
the production of other articles of food we 
cannot govern, but ihe increase of unfair 
and fraudulent competition we can ai 
least check, while the efficiency of our 
farms and the keeping pace with the best 
met hods of handlin g the business are com 
paratlvely m » Hers of our own control. 
In the first place, lei us fully un d e r ­ 
stand the fact that we are ex ceptionally 
well situated in our relation to the d a ir y­ 
ing product mar ket 
Many countries, even 
among those who are considered civilized, 
have little use for butter 
This is true of 
nearly all nations of southern Europe and 
the countries on the western hemisphere 
whit h derive their cush ms /rorn a sout h' 
European source. 
Even 
in 
England, 
where the modes of life and ideas touch 
ing the table are most like our own, the 
consumption of butter is much less gen 
eral than in America. 
The working peo­ 
ple to quite a general ex tent, use fruit, 
jam s and ot her substitutes for the mote 
cosily lux ury of bu 1» r 
In the United 
States itself 
we have the « rent butter 
market, and the region with which north 
ern Illinois is identified has a most credit 
ah e standing in all the leading American 
butter markets. 
Iu addition to this we have also the a d ­ 
vantage here of being within shi pping 
distance of a gre at market lor milk 
The 
city of Chicago, and the condensing fa c­ 
tories which prepare a form of milk for 
preservation 
and shipm ent to 
distant 
parrs id’ the world, consumed last year 
78,<)<H) 00b pounds of milk beside w hat 
went to the creameries or passed into local 
consumption. 
Rockford is near the wes 
tern boundary of tins milk shipping dis 
trict, hut when the » ity of Chicago shall 
have added another half million inhahi 
tants, the milk trains will increase the 
length of their runs. 
The northern Illinois dairy district, out­ 
side the narrow bounds of the Fox river 
valley, is comprised in the Hock river 
drainage basin. 
Dairy farming in this 
district is conduct ed under like conditions 
over pretty muc h the whole territory. 
It 
will not he un m si ruet iv e to note how 
thoroughly the district is already organ 
ized 
T he means of communication in 
thi* district are very largely on lines run 
nlng about ea» t anti west that is, connect ­ 
ing with and 
radiating from Chicago. 
T her e is limited 
communi cation north 
and south. 
Neighborhood and c o m m u­ 
nity interests are largely a matter of com 
munication; a m a t 'e r of 
convenience 
rather than geographical nearness. 
Now 
that we are entering on the age of elect­ 
ricity, however, we arc perhaps nearer 
than we know to a more intimate relation 
in means of communication and tran s po rt­ 
ation north and soulh. 
iu order to show how much the cream 
cries mean to our part of the state, a chart 
ha* been prepared show ing very nearly 
all the creameries now in ex istence and 
indicating to the eye the territory within 
three miles of each, which is the district 
from which a < reautery generally draws 
its milk supply. 
This area is indicated 
by a circle around each creamery center 
A glance at the map shows that our area 
is already fairly covered with crcrmery 
facilities 
We ought to understand our common 
relations in this matter, both for mews 
tires to advance the co m m o n interest aud 
for measures of the com m on 
defense 
some of which are now at hand 
'This 
paper will have served its purpose if it es 
tahlishes in the minds of all who hear or 
see it. the fact that the dairy business is 
to he in the future possibly the very first 
intere*t "f agriculture thr oughout this 
section, that is already splendidly e s t a b­ 
lished, and that we must be prepared to 
join hands for whate ver will advance its 
prosperity or protect it from unfair c o m ­ 
petition
